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Military Guard Urged for White House 





THE quest ion of a military guard for 
tbo White House Is occasioairK 
much discussion, both among peop • 
who think soldiers should be detail? ) 
there and among others who oppose 
that plan. Adherents to the plan for 
a military guard had to combat the 
objection of others that this woulU 
be undemocratic, buOhey pointed out 
that the president of practically everv 
republic in the world la guarded 
against danger by soldiers. It would 
not be necessary to have such a lat(.,e 
force of soldiery as to lend too much 
of a military air to tho White Houso, 
it was pointed out. Col. John McKl- 
roy, a prominent O. A. R. man. pro- 
posed that the president's guard bo 
selected from among honorably dis- 
charged soldiers. Such a plan, Le 
said, not only would lend proper dig- 
nity to the White House, but would 
tend to provide rewards for men wh > 
have served the nation creditably in 



war. The veterans would be looked 
up to with respect, he snld, and no 
one could claim that they were un- 
democratic. 

"I cau think of no greater Induce- 
ment which could be offered to men 
to enter the army than the thoug'.it 
that some day they might be detailed 
In WaFhington as a guard of honor ic 
the president of the republic," eald 
Colonel McKlroy. "It would be 
splendid idea. Many of the nations 
of Europe have such a plan, and It 
ulways has worked admirably. This 
is a work for retired soldiers who 
have not outlived their usefulness, 
which should be advocated by all pat 
xiotlc persons. It would be excellent 
tn h\\i< men In soldier uniform guurd 
lt:g both the Inside and the outside ot 
tho exeVtTtive mansion. 

With the continued growth of the 
city, it is snid, all policemen will have 
to be recalled from detail work, or 
the force will have to be Increased 
Should the military guard be estab 
llshed. they argue, the country would 
not be put to any additional expense, 
the presence of the soldiers at the 
White House would add to the dignity 
of the place, and the Washington po- 
lice force would be made more effi- 
cient.

Will Be Higher This Spring Than 
At Any Time Since the 
Civil War

That good hows will be much higher in 
price, probably higher than at any time since 
the Civil War, la the opinion of Colonel Frank 
Ayrea. When asked for reasons and more 
particulars, Colonel Ayrea said: 

"As everybody knows there haa been a 
larger number of deaths of horses this winter 
than even the oldeat man can remember. The 
veterinarians aay that bad corn aud bad fodder 
have been the cause. That la corraet I be- 
lieve, hut it is not the real cause of the bigb 
prices of horses Last fall good horses sold 
for about $150, an I the best animals for even 
more money. But at the price of feed aow-a- 
d.iya no farmer can winter a horse for lees 
than $12 • month. Those who did not sell 
their horses in the fall have had to keep them 
six mouths. Add $70 to $150 and you'll find 
that right around two and a quarter will he 
the price for the better grade. 

"Of course there will always ba second and 
third rate anim.ls but the demand Is for good 
horses. Many draft animals will sell for 
$250. Another thing will boost the price. 
That is that this winter little or no sod haa 
been broken and when spring upens up every- 
body will begin plowing at the same time and 
all want horses. The result will be that pric- 
es will ba forced a little higher for that 
reason. 

"Hut -Peking of horses dyiog. 1 beard in 
Chillicothe the other day that each of the two 
fertiliser factories at that city, have used an 
average of 100 horsea a month for the put 
three months. That means a lot of

For the first tims these organisations of 
the Chineae "beat people" ara to be lactively 
enlis'ed in carrying oat the faming relief 

planned by the relief eommYtee 
Shanghai. Thia la of especial interest in 
the United States because the relief foods 
now being raised by the Ked Cross will be 
tlboted through the Shanghai Committee. 
The famine relief fund will be largely .us-d 
in employing the famine snfferere to re.con 
struct their own dykes sad roads wlhicb 
have been destroyed by floods. Thus 'tbe 
idle sod despairing people will ha enabled 
to earn a living while waiting for another 
harvest and will at the same time be help- 
ing to restore their country to normal con 
dittoes. One of the most serious problem* 
in relief operationa attending other famine* 
baa been the pauperlxieg effect upon the 
population of receiving aupport during pro- 
longed periods of idleness. The plaa bow 
to be adopted promiaes to reduce this de- 
moralising result. Mr. C. D. Jameson, the 
American Red Croes oogioeer who haa recent- 
ly traveled extensively through the district- 
which have suffered much from famines in 
late yeara, reports that the people, finding 
crop* uaually a failure and relief certain, 
ahow a natural inclination to abandon their 
ands and turn to beggary. This tendency 
it is hoped aow to check by mesas of s 
lyiieiD ox reiiei dun upon dodni wur». 

The preaent uasettled political conditions 
ia China make it impoaaibla for the Chineae 
Government to contribute liberally to the 
relief funds. For this reason It becomes the 
more In per alive that the United States, al- 
ways China's friend, ahall respond to the 
Famine conditions ara so 
any deeoriplion of tbem 
seems almost incredible. Mr. Jameson 
writes of proeesslons of gaunt, starving peo- 
ple wandering aimlessly along the roada. 
falliog and dying in the mud when th<-y 
can go no farther. Day after day ha 
weed dead bodies of men, women and 
hildren lying where they had fallen. And 
the famine must continue until summer 
before new erepa oan be harvested. Nearly 
3,000,000 peraona live in theae famiae die 
tricta, which cover thousands of square miles. 

The Shaoghsi Relief Committee baa atked 
the fulted States to raise a relief fund of a 
$1,000,000 aad the American Red Cross ia en- 
deavoring to do all poaaible to meet tbe need 
Contributloas for this purpose aeat to the Red 
Croas in Washington or to the officers of Red 
Cross Chapters or Stats Boards will ba cabled
